tion oo tta'lst of July in.ariy of the last 
t«tfy»ars bat 1873, although, like corn, 
it is now rapidly improving- H the 
••Mon remain* fav6rable the crop may 
greatly exceed anything which wonld 
have be*n predicted during.the great 
Southern floods of last Spring, but it is 
not likely to he more than 5,000,000 
-bU*», and it may be much less. Yet 
the Sonth has the promise of a prosper- 
•ttaf year. The planters have at last 
discovered that it is best to cultivate 
other crops than cotton'. The old State 
ot. Georgia is said to have far more grow- 
ing "corn in her fieldr than Was" «rsr 
seen, there before, and most other 
Southern States have a greater variety 
ol orop» than usual. Edward Atkinson 
aipresses the opinion that the change 
is chiefly the result of the dissemina- 
tion of new ideas at the Atlanta Cotton 
Exposition. He thinks that put influ- 
ences in operation which have opened 
a ne'w era of (enterprise forth* Sonth. 
It will be universally gratifying to have 
«omfirmations of this opinion from 
time to time. When the spirit of enter- 
prise takes possession of the South 
there will be a period of rapid growth 
there, suph as- has hardly been sur- 
passed in the West itself.

It is singular what n community-of 


interests eiist in tho markets of the 
world.

Tha human bedy weighs a pound in 


the water, and a obair will carry two 
grown persons. Thatis, itwill keep tbe 
bead above water, which is all that is 
necessary when it is a question of life 
aid death. One finger placed upon a 
stool or chair, a small box, or a piece of 
board, will easily keep the bead above 
the water, while the two feet and other 
band may be used as paddles to propel 
toward the sbore. It is not at all nec- 
essary to know bow to swim to be able 
to keep from drowning in this way. A 
little experience of the buoyant power 
of water, and faith in it, is all that is re- 
quired. We have seen a small boy, who 
could not swim a stroke, propel himself 
back and forth acrois a deep wide pond 
by means of a board that would not sus- 
tain five pounda' weight. 
Children, 


and all others should have practice in 
the sustaining power of wa^er, In.nine 
oases out of ten, the knowledge that it 
will sustain a pound weight in all that 
is necessary to keep one's bead above 
water, and will serve better in emergen- 
cies than the greatest expertness as a 
swimmer. A person unfamiliar with the 
buoyant power of water will naturally 
try to climb on top of the floating object 
on which he tries to save himself. 
If it 


is large enough, that is all right, but it 
is generally not large enough, and half 
of a struggling group is often drowned 
in the desperate scramble of a life.and, 
death straggle to climb on top of npiecn 
of wreck or other floating object, not 
large enough to keep them all entirely 
above water. This often happens when, 
pleasure boats capsize. 
All immedi- 


ately want to get out of the water on top 
of the overturned or filled boat, and all 
are drowned except those whom the 
wrecked craft will wholly bear up. 
If 


they would simply trust tbe water to 
sustain 99 of the weight of their bodies, 
and the disabled boat the other hun- 
dredth, they might all be saved under 
most circumstances. An overturned or 
well-filled wooden boat will sustain 
more people in this way than it would 
carry. It would keep the heads above 
water of as many people as could get 
their hands on the gunwale. These are 
simple facts, easily learned, and may 
some day save your life.
